MAYOR’S INAUGURAL ADDRESS 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 


Agreeably to the provisions of the city charter, 
we have assembled here today to organize the city gov- 
ernment, and in assuming the obligations of the office 
to which I have been elected, I should be unfair to the 
feeling of gratitude which rests within me, as well as 
wanting with respect to a very pleasant duty, if I did 
not at this time extend to my fellow citizens my sin- 
cere thanks for the endorsement which they have seen 
fit to give me within the week which has just passed. 

Some of the members of the present council have 
already served in such capacity for a considerable pe- 
riod of time, bringing to us the benefit of their exper- 
lence as a guide in the matters which will come before 
. this body for attention. This condition seems to be a 
particularly fortunate circumstance in a year appar- 
ently fraught with trouble in so far as the management 
of the municipal affairs is concerned. 

According to figures presented by our city clerk, 
I find the financial status of the city to be as follows:

HIGHWAYS AND SIDEWALKS 


During the past year practically no pernianent 
work has been done to our streets and roads, chiefly 
because it did not appear to be good judgment to z0 
ahead extensively so long as the price of labor and 
material remained approximately at the level which 
they had reached during the period of the World War. 


Last year I advocated the macadamizing of the 
hills on Hamilton, Noble, Mt. Vernon, Grove, Prospect, 
and Linden streets, with the possible exception of one 
of the hills just named, so that we might have one ap- 
proach to the top with an entire dirt roadbed. At the 
time this recommendation was made, I anticipated that 
we might have a few thousand dollars which could be 
used for such purpose, but later it appeared to the 
council advisable to extend our water system, as well 
as our system of sewage, to the New Dam, and as this 
was done, no money was left available for work on our 
streets. 


Our State road is in bad shape from one end to 
the other, and it will be almost impossible to go 
through another year without a considerable expendi- 
ture of money thereupon. 


In the matter of sidewalks, much has been done in 
the way of permanent improvement during the last 
twelve months. Granolithic sidewalks have been laid 
on High street from the foot of Highland hill to the 
foot of Prospect street; also on the same street from 
Orange street to the “Old Homestead,” so called; also 
on Franklin street on the southerly side from Green 
street to Main street, and from thence nearly to Spring 
street, running south, and as far as Fayette street 
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running north. Another piece of granolithic sidewalk 
was laid on Main street, extending from Myrtle street 
to the Indigo Hill road. 

We also laid a large amount of concrete sidewalk, 
as well.as doing much repairing of walks at various 
points throughout the city. I recommend further 
work along this line, the location of same to be at such 
points as may be chosen by your Committee on Roads, 
Bridges and Drains. 


SCHOOLS 


- My own ideas with relation to school methods are 
so much at odds with the present system now in vogue 
in this State, that I presume I am not a competent 
judge of anything pertaining thereto. 


The cost of carrying on our schools, with attend- 
ant expense, during the last year has been consider- 
able, but not excessive when compared with other 
municipalities. Our attitude towards the public 
schools of the city should always be characterized by 
liberality, for nothing is more dear to every true Amer- 
ican citizen than an education, but when public schools 
cost each year approximately fifty thousand dollars of 
money, legitimately expended, to educate the children 
in a city of sixty-seven hundred people, where more 
than half.the children in the community attend paro- 
chial schools, it seems to me to be an unhappy situation 
which needs attending to. 


This same sort of a condition is not peculiar alone 


to Somersworth, but prevails throughout the State, as 
I understand it,

WATER WORKS 


There has been a new chlorine control machine 
placed at the pumping station and reports from the 
State Laboratory of Hygiene during the last year with 
relation to several samples of water sent for analysis 
have been satisfactory. 

The machinery at the station appears to be in good 
condition, only minor repairs having been found neces- 
sary during the entire year. 

Many new meters have been installed and several 
old ones replaced. The gain in receipts testifies to the 
wisdom of metering and this work should be continued 
until all services are metered. 


Several house services have had to be repaired by 
reason of corrosion at the curb cock. On account of 
age, we may expect many such cases in the future. 

The cost of maintaining the water works should 
decrease to some extent in the near future, and if the 
price of coal ever gets back to normal, the net profit 
to the city from the water system should be an amount 
of no small consequence. 


I have mentioned above the extension of our 
water system to the New Dam district, and herewith 
recommend the further extension of said system on the 
Dover road as far as Central Park. This improve- 
ment in so far as the growth of our city is concerned 
is most important, since it appears that the building of 
any new houses in Somersworth is more likely to occur 
along the line of the State road than at any other point. 
A water supply would be a great convenience to people 
now living in that locality, as well as a great incentive 
to the erection of many new dwelling houses on land 
now. unoccupied. 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Our Fire Department has been doing very efficient 
work. We have had no fires recently which would 
tend to test the real merit to be found in the depart- 
ment as it is today, yet, in my opinion, the equipment 
or men would not be found wanting, whatever they 
might be called upon to perform. 

As a matter of further protection, there is no 
question but what the department should be motorized 
as soon as money can be found available for such pur- 
pose. , 


FOREST GLADE CEMETERY 


By reason of the fact that the cost of labor and 
materials remained at about the same level as the year 
previous, the board of trustees found it necessary to 
keep the same schedule of prices as was maintained 
during the year 1920, the amount of money received 
for services not being sufficient to support this item 
of the cost account under any lower schedule. 

The receiving tomb on West High street, which 
has made a bad appearance for some time, has been 
painted and the fence has also been repaired and 
painted. | 

The small growth that has been fast growing into 
the border line of the lots in the northerly end of the 
cemetery has been cut and trimmed, giving that sec- 
tion a much improved appearance. 

The care and supervision of the cemetery has been 
good, but a great change for betterment might be made 
if water could be piped into the grounds for use during 
the hot weather. Under present conditions the roots 
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of the grass are burned so that the life of the turf is 
made much shorter than would be the case if water 
was near at hand. | 

The trust fund has grown substantially, with pros- 
pects good for an increase during the coming year. 
Some of the lots were placed under perpetual care 
many years ago, and the income thereof is not ade- 
quate for the care of the lots under prevailing condi- 
tions. The trustees suggest. that those who may be 
interested in such lots increase the sum now held in 
trust to an ample amount so that the income accruing 
with relation to said lots will warrant making them 
equally attractive with the others. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Considering the limited amount of money which 
is furnished this department, the results obtained are 
worthy of favorable mention. 

The librarian appears to be anxious to assist the 
patrons of the library, and the money seems to have 
been wisely expended at all times, therefore I have no 
suggestions to make. 

Gentlemen: A majority of you are conversant 
with the conditions and management of municipal 
affairs, and from your experience, you may well real- 
ize how impossible would be the task of covering all 
the departments of the city in an intelligent manner, 
in the short time allotted to us here this morning, 
therefore I will not discuss the departments in detail 
any further. 

A few years back, it looked as though Somers- 
worth was entering upon an epoch of advancement, 
growth, and prosperity, which bade fair to equal, if 
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not exceed, the expectations of the most optimistic. 
Today, all is changed; now we seem to be fast ap- 
proaching a condition of innocuous desuetude, and this 
great change has been brought about through the vast 
difference in the present labor conditions in this com- 
munity as compared with those of two or three years 
ago. 

Without discussing the merits of the local labor 
trouble, I want to say that this city has at hand a 
most serious situation, one that threatens the welfare 
and growth of this community, not only during the 
immediate future, but for years to come if the parties 
most vitally interested in the disagreement do not 
reach some amicable arrangement within a short time. 
It behooves every citizen who has the good interests of 
Somersworth at heart to do all in his power to bring 
the Great Falls Manufacturing Company and its em- 
ployees together, if possible, and thus remedy the 
almost unbearable conditions which now prevail in our 
midst. 

I have made a number of recommendations and 
suggestions in the line of improvement for our city, 
but all such changes must necessarily depend upon the 
amount of money we have to spend, for, above all, we 
must live within our income. 

The proper administration of the financial affairs 
of our city so as to give our citizens the necessary im- 
provements that are required, and to maintain those 
already made, without increasing the present tax rate, 
is the greatest problem you will have to work out. That 
problem, however, must be attended to, for our tax 
rate should not be raised, but lowered, if possible, par- 
ticularly at this time when there is such a shortage of 
money: among our whole population. 
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In closing, I am going to ask for the same degree 
of harmony and a more diligent application to your 
duties than prevailed in the council last year, and if 
my request is granted I have no fear for our success. 

We will go ahead in a conservative manner, living 
within the means at our command, always bearing in 
mind our oath of office and the good welfare of our 
city. 

Regardless of what some of our critics would have 
the people believe, I want to say to you that the 
finances of the City of Somersworth have not been in 
as good a condition as they are at present for twenty- 
five years, so let us watch out during the year to come, 
and see if we cannot improve our city and still con- 
tinue to decrease our debt.

Including general, still, and engineers’ calls, we 
have had fifty-seven alarms. Permits to burn brush, 
grass, leaves, etc., numbered fifty-four. 

In recommendations and suggestions, I will place 
the matter of motorizing our Fire Department as one 
of paramount issue. Conditions are such that this 
improvement cannot be overlooked. For years the 
fire truck question has been agitated, but circum- 
stances were of a nature that its necessity did not seem 
to appeal to the authorities in charge of the city’s 
finances. 

We are now confronted by a situation. far differ- 
ent. The territory to be covered and protected by our 
Fire Department has grown and extended, and is still 
growing. We are not keeping abreast of it. Appear- 
ances speak for themselves, and observation is all- 
convincing. A motorized Fire Department is a neces- 
sity. An argument to the contrary would be an 
absurdity. The same is true as regards a central fire 
station, well equipped, and its equipment to include a 
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pulmotor of reliable make which could be given suffi- 
cient attention so as to expect it to operate in an emer- 
gency. 

I speak in moderation on these points, having dis- 
cussed them more extensively on other occasions, but 
nevertheless, whether due to weather conditions or 
unlooked-for causes, the Fire Department should be 
prepared in equipment to cope with emergencies. 

As the greater part of the alarms for the past 
year were still and engineers’ calls, mostly for chim- 
ney fires, I would suggest that through an appeal, or 
otherwise, property owners would give the chimneys 
and flues on their respective property the attention 
they require, and thereby render aid to the Fire De- 
partment, to their neighbor, and to the city, as a fire 
prevention measure. 

I heartily approve of the fire drills held regularly 
in our schools, and suggest that a period of fire preven- 
tion be given occasionally. The Board of Education 
can rely upon our co-operation in this respect. 

The above suggestions are based on_ personal 
observation, experience, and knowledge of existing 
conditions, and are presented as an aid to the promo- 
tion of efficiency, and to the general advancement and 
development of the department, to meet the require- 
ments of the city’s progress. 

I wish to thank the Fire Committee, members of 
the Fire Department, and others, for their co-opera- 
tion and expressions of gratitude, since the presenta- 
tion of my last report.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
SOMERSWORTH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City 
Council of Somersworth: 


Gentlemen: It is unnecessary these days to urge 
the importance of a good free public library to a com- 
munity. Such an institution is not only a means of 
entertainment, but it is also in itself an educative 
force. One may obtain a liberal education by the 
reading of good books. It has been the purpose of 
the board to have the annual purchases of books in- 
clude a large percentage of volumes of real permanent 
value, at the same time yielding to the public demand 
for fiction of the better sort. 

The increased cost of books and supplies in re- 
cent years has added greatly to the expense of library 
maintenance and growth. It is of course essential, 
if a library be kept up to date, even, that a goodly 
number of new books be purchased every year. It 
seems as though it would not be practicable to attempt 
to keep our library reasonably abreast with the times 
on a less amount of money than was appropriated for 
library purposes last year. 

We, or our successors, doubtless, will welcome the 
time when the City Council can see its way clear to 
making a much larger appropriation for library pur- 
poses, to the end that the institution may reach the 
highest plane of usefulness in the community. For 
the present year, with its possible demands upon the 
treasury, we do not feel like asking for any increase of 
appropriation for the library, but we do sincerely hope 
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and trust that it will not be less than last year’s 
appropriation. 

We present herewith the report of the librarian 
for the year. Mrs. Savithes has done excellent work 
and has given commendable service to the patrons of 
the library, with an especial interest in the school 
children. Her report will be found of interest, show- 
ing, as it does, a growing appreciation of the oppor- 
tunities for reading and study offered by the library.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


Somersworth, N. H., March 1, 1922. 
To the Trustees of the Public Library: 


Gentlemen: Herewith is submitted the report of 
the librarian for the year ending February 28, 1922. 

The growth in the patronage of the library, as 
shown by the circulation statistics, continues to attest 
the appreciation of its facilities. 

The number of books issued for home use during 
the year was 30,146, compared with 26,276 in the pre- 
vious year, and 16,858 in 1919, thus demonstrating 
this growth to be both rapid and constant. It seems 
fair to state that not only the issue of books for home 
use, but the work of the library as a whole, has gained 
during the year. There is noticeable evidence that 
the library is used not only by more persons, but for 
a wider variety of purposes than ever. It is made 
use of constantly by students in the grades and High 
School, and the habit of resorting to the library for 
books and information has been acquired by many 
persons with whom the reading habit is of recent 
growth. 

' New books have been added regularly twice a 
month during the year and an endeavor has been made 
to buy copies of current books of permanent value in 
all classes of literature, as well as some of the best 
new fiction. 

A serious addition to the expenses of the library 
the past few years has been the cost of books which 
remains above the normal figure, and some of these 
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new books are so badly bound that they. fall to 
pieces in a very short time. The library, in conse- 
quence of this, and also because of the increased use 
of the books, rebound 213 volumes the past year. The 
small fund available for books has enabled us to buy 
only a small per cent. of new books on special subjects, 
and many much needed standard reference and classi- 
cal volumes are not found in the library. 

For the more important recent publications of 
non-fiction there has been a continuous request. This 
shows that the people of Somersworth are responsive 
to the purchase of new books and desire not only 
amusement, but assistance toward wider interests and 
more effective efforts. 

After the books are purchased but a small amount 
is available for proper equipment and administration 
of the library, and an increase in the appropriation is 
much needed. 

In order to have our library meet the needs of its 
patrons and have it rank with libraries in cities of like 
size, it will be necessary to add a much larger number 
of books with each succeeding year. The American 
Library Association states that $1.00 per capita of the 
population of the city served is a reasonable minimum 
annual revenue for the library in communities desiring 
to maintain a good modern public library. 


The appreciation of the library’s privileges is 
demonstrated not only by the increasing number of 
books issued, but also by the large patronage of the 
reading room. Adults and children avail themselves 
of these privileges. The young people monopolize the 
children’s corner at certain hours of day, and fre- 
quently every chair is occupied by them. The prob- 
lem of discipline is at times a difficult one, as is natural 
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in such congested quarters. It seems that the use of 
the library has far outgrown the accommodations for 
both book borrowers and those who would avail them- 
selves of the reading room. It seems certain that we 
shall have a good argument for an adequate building 
within a few years, as we are fast outgrowing our 
present quarters. 

Grateful acknowledgment is made of numerous 
gifts during the year, including books from Emerson 
Bates, Leonora Bates, G. H. Came, Agnes Garland, 
Mrs. Celia Hussey, Mrs. Chester Loring, H. P. Mullen, 
Mrs. J. M. Russell, Ednah Tolles. 

The past year brought an amount of success, and 
it is the earnest endeavor of the librarian and assist- 
ant to meet every requirement of a modern library 
fully and satisfactorily and to extend the library ser- 
vice to everyone in our city.

One stroke of the Bell is the all-out signal. 


2-2-2 strokes of the bell are for a brush fire, or a 
fire seen at a distance, where the department is needed. 


One stroke of the bell is the engineer’s test. 


The above signals are given only by the chief 
engineer. 
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GENERAL RULES 


Firemen, as well as citizens, should familiarize 
themselves with the following rules for giving alarms 
of fire: 


1. Never pull a box for a fire seen at a distance. 


2. Never pull a box while the alarm bells are ringing, 
not until a box has completed its four rounds. 
Two boxes cannot operate together, and neither 
will work if two are pulled at the same time. 
Never pull two alarms or two boxes for the 
same fire. 


3. To ring in an alarm, break the glass in the key-box 
and open the outside door with the key. Pull 
down the brass crank seen inside, till it stops, 
then let go. Then let the box alone. The clock 
will be seen or heard to be running, and the 
alarm will follow in half a minute or so. Close 
the door, but do not try to remove the key, as it 
is locked in a track lock and can only be re- 
moved by a release key, which is carried by each 
engineer, who will, as soon as convenient, re- 
lease and return it. Remember that the fire- 
men will come directly to the box which has 
been pulled, and be sure that someone stays at 
the box to direct them to the fire. 


4, Never pull an alarm for a fire seen at a distance. 
Never touch a box except to give an alarm of 
fire. Give an alarm for no cause other than 
actual fire. Don’t give an alarm for a chimney 
fire.

REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and City Council: 


Gentlemen: In accordance with the City Ordi- 
nances, your Board of Water Commissioners herewith 
submit the following annual report for the year ending 
February 28, 1922.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Members of the School Board, 
Somersworth, N. H. 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor of submitting here- 

with my second annual report as superintendent of 
your schools. In it I shall make a brief survey of the 
accomplishments of the past year and discuss to some 
extent the problem of better high school accommoda- 
tions. 
- The year just closing has been one of development, 
and marked by expansion and adjustment. Man- 
ual Arts and Domestic Arts under professionally- 
trained teachers have been made a regular part of the 
school curriculum. The mid-morning lunches, folk 
dancing, ‘and games for the primary grades have 
brought better health and pleasure to the pupils as 
well as increasing their ability to make more rapid 
progress in their studies. The changes in the curricu- 
lum, especially in English, history and arithmetic, and 
the extension of the teaching of geography through 
the seventh grade, have resulted in a more thorough 
mastery of these subjects. Constant drill upon the 
fundamentals in order to secure skill and proficiency is 
necessary in teaching any subject. That the above 
changes have been brought about without confusion 
and loss is largely due to the intelligence and loyal co- 
operation of our teachers. 


REPAIRS 


During the summer vacation of 1921 extensive and 
much-needed repairs were made in the Union street 
and Burleigh buildings, in addition to furnishing and 
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equipping the third floor of the Chandler building for 
Domestic Arts. The wood work of the Union street 
building was painted and the walls tinted. The build- 
ing therefore presented a neat and attractive appear- 
ance to the pupils when they returned to school in 
September. Roof guards were placed on three sides 
of the roof, thus avoiding very grave danger of snow 
slides during the winter season. The old-fashioned 
toilets which would not be tolerated in any home were 
removed from the Burleigh building, and new sanitary 
toilets installed. The equipment for Domestic Arts 
consists of a large well-lighted room for sewing, a well- 
equipped laboratory for cooking, and individual lockers 
for each girl. The cost of these repairs and improve- 
ments amounted to over six thousand dollars. 


HEALTH TRAINING 


I feel that under the direction of Miss Ellen I". Doran 
the health work in the schools is bringing positive 
results. The details of her work will be found in her 
special report. 

Medical inspection in the schools serves a two-fold 
‘function: First, to find out the physical defects of 
children and as far as possible to secure such treat- 
ment as will either cure or remedy the defects. This 
is the curative part of medical inspection. The second 
function is positive; it seeks not merely to cure, not 
merely to give information and knowledge of things 
which make for good health, but rather to secure 
action and habitual practice in the rules which secure 
right and healthy living. It is not enough to cure 
physical weakness and disease. The boys and girls 
must be taught how to live in accordance with the 
principles of good health, Such matters as brushing 
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the teeth, sleeping nine or ten hours every night with. 
the windows open, taking a full bath every week, eat- 
ing proper food—and this includes, for children, drink- 
ing milk, not tea or coffee—eating sweet foods after 
and not between meals,—these are some of the funda- 
mental truths which are being impressed upon the 
minds of the children, and put in practice. 


EVENING SCHOOL 


Owing to the industrial conditions prevailing the 
past year the enrollment was not as large as in pre- 
vious years. We were fortunate, however, in secur- 
ing six of the former corps of experienced teachers ~ 
for this work. Notwithstanding the fact that the tex- 
tile strike occurred in February, the attendance at the 
evening school was not seriously affected, only those 
dropping out of school who were obliged to leave the 
city to seek employment elsewhere. This certainly 
speaks well for the excellent spirit existing in the 
school and the co-operation between pupil and teacher. 

At the graduation exercises held in the Chandler 
School building on the evening of March 24, certifi- 
cates of graduation were presented to the following: .

AGE-GRADE ENROLLMENT 


The following table giving the enrollment by grades 
and ages shows a slight increase in the number of over- 
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age pupils, compared with the enrollment of last year. 
The special room, under Miss Drew, is of great service, 
in that many over-age boys and girls can secure the 
special, individual training which they need. More- 
over, they associate with boys and girls of their own 
age and are therefore happier in their school life.

The total enrollment there for the year 1921-22 is 
670. The percentage of attendance is 95. There 
were only 334.cases of tardiness, or .0016 per cent. 
This is a very excellent record. 


PREPARATION FOR COLLEGE 


It is a pleasure to say that the boys and girls who 
went to the various colleges last September from the 
Somersworth High School did unusually well.. The 
one who entered Bates College is making a splendid 
record. Four entered New Hampshire State College; 
all passed in every subject in the fall term, and the 
average rank of each was over 80%—the pass mark is 
60%. Two entered Holy Cross College; one has at- 
tained a rank of 95¢—-vvery unusual standing—and the 
other’s ranks were very satisfactory. The one who 
entered Trinity College, Washington, D. C., is also 
making a fine record. 


From the correspondence which I have had person- 
ally with the officials of these colleges there is no ques- 
tion that the members of the class of 1921—the only 
graduating class of which I have personal knowledge— 
were adequately equipped to take up their work in 
college.

HIGH SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS 


I feel that the time is at hand when the school board 
and the tax-payers of Somersworth should seriously 
consider the erection of a new high school building. 
The present building, although the first historically to 
be erected in the State of New Hampshire, does not 
meet the requirements of the present day. It is sadly 
out of repair, the recitation rooms are too small, there 
is no ventilation system, and it has no gymnasium or 
auditorium. All of these things are necessary for 
the health and intellectual progress, as well as for the 
social and recreational life of the boys and girls. Some 
may argue that the school should not attempt to pro- 
vide for the social and recreational needs of the pupils. 
_ The fact of the matter is very evident that unless we 
do make ample provision for the social and recreational 
activities of our boys and girls, those who can afford 
. to do so will go elsewhere. We must face the fact that 
the high school of today has a materially different 
problem from that of twenty or thirty years ago. 

If the tax-payers should visit the High school when 
it is in session, especially during the winter months, 
and then inspect two or three up-to-date high schools, 
the vote would be overwhelmingly in favor of a new 
high school building. I believe that every parent and 
every citizen of the city of Somersworth feels that his 
children and the children of this city are entitled to as 
good school conditions as the children of any other city 
of equal wealth and that the children of the poor should 
be entitled to as good school housing as the children 
of those who can afford to pay for better accommoda- 
tions elsewhere. The fact that so many of our boys 
and girls go to a neighboring school, where they enjoy 
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gymnasium and auditorium advantages, seems to me 
to be ample evidence that there is a real demand for 
better school accommodations in Somersworth. 
Reference has been made to the general appearance 
of the building. The floors, although clean, are old 
and badly worn, so much so that few housewives would 
have such a floor in her kitchen. The walls are dingy 
and gloomy; the few class rooms are entirely too small 
and in winter time are usually either too hot or too 
cold, and have no ventilation except by opening the 
windows. Frequently from twenty to twenty-five pu- 
pils are seated in a classroom nineteen feet by twenty- 
one feet for a period of forty minutes, with no ventila- 
tion, or, if the windows are opened, there is great risk 
of catching cold. Recitations are held in the lab- 
oratory, where the fumes of the gases poison the air 
and endanger the health of the pupils. Fresh air is 
essential to physical and mental activities, as much so 
as good gasoline is essential to the smooth working of 
an automobile engine. Too often fathers will say 
harsh things about poor gasoline for their automobile 
engines, but are indifferent to the poor and poisoned 
air which their children are compelled to breathe. 
Assuming, then, the urgent need of better housing, 
the practical question comes, whether the city of Som- 
ersworth is financially able to afford a new or a re- 
modelled high school building. Just at present times 
are hard and any material increase in taxation would 
be inadvisable. We must, however, look at the matter 
broadly and fairly. The city of Somersworth is the 
eleventh city in wealth in the State of New Hampshire. 
We can say without contradiction that her high school 
accommodations are the poorest among the eleven 
cities. I believe, however, that the failure to have a 
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new high school building before this time is due to a 
lack of appreciation of conditions, rather than to a 
stingy and penurious policy on the part of the tax- 
payers. 

In order that the burden of the taxation may not be 
materially increased, it is possible for the city to issue 
bonds redeemable at two or three thousand dollars a 
year. This method would not increase the tax rate 
materially, and would not prove a hardship to any of 
our tax-payers. In fact, this is the method usually 
pursued by cities who have good school accommoda- 
tions. The results educationally to the city of Som. 
ersworth would be most gratifying. Instead of a high 
school of eighty-eight pupils, in a few years we would 
undoubtedly have one of two hundred. The school 
would attract and hold boys and girls. We would 
have a high school in which all citizens and pupils 
would feel a justifiable pride.

The actual expenses of the Somersworth schools for 
the current year will be slightly in excess of $6.63 per 
thousand, owing to the fact that over $6,000 was spent 
rast summer in repairs and equipment. 


OTHER CITIES 


The following letter from Mr. Walter M. May, Dep- 
uty Commissioner of Education, under date of June 12, 
1922, should interest the tax-payers: 


“Your high school building at Somersworth is the 
poorest in any of our cities. Dover, Rochester, Man- 
chester, Keene, Concord, and Portsmouth all have good 
modern high school buildings. Manchester is, as you 
know, just completing a very fine new practical arts 
high school building to supplement their present older 
building. Berlin, where I was last Wednesday, is just 
completing a fine new high school building which will 
be ready for occupancy in the fall. They are to use 
the present high school building for grades VII and 
VIII of the Junior High School. Nashua completed a 
fine high school building two years ago. Laconia has 
just floated bonds for a new $225,000 high school build- 
ing upon which work will be begun this summer. 

“This interest in modern high school buildings, 
which has been very manifest in our cities, is also 
found in our smaller communities. The little town of 
Winchester recently voted to erect a new high school 
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building. The still smaller town of Madison has 
passed a similar vote. 

“Of all our cities there is only one besides Somers- 
worth which has an old high school building and has 
not taken definite plans to erect a modern structure 
in‘its place. I hope that the school board and citizens 
of Somersworth will find it possible to erect a modern 
high school building for the benefit of the excellent 
boys and girls in that city.” 

In conclusion I wish to express my thanks to the 
School Board, teachers, and citizens of Somersworth 
for their hearty co-operation. I feel that we have a 
very competent and conscientious corps of teachers 
who are working along approved lines and who are 
securing very good results.

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REPORT OF HEAD MASTER OF HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I herewith submit to you the second annual re- 
port of the Somersworth High School. 


As in the two previous years, the continuity in 
instruction has been broken by a mid-year change in 
teachers. Miss Alice Gasaway, who assumed charge 
of the English department at the beginning of the 
school year, resigned February 1, to resume her col- 
legiate studies at Wellesley. Miss Elinor Horne, a 
Wellesley graduate, was secured to fill this vacancy. 
The Commercial department,. too, has been since 
September under the supervision of a new head, Miss 
Loretta Gagne, who has ably carried on the work of 
her predecessor, Miss Ryan. The other departments 
have suffered no change, being under the control of 
the same efficient teachers of the previous year. 

That the instruction given in your High School 
is, in a high degree, meritorious is evidenced by the 
work of the recent graduates. Of the nineteen mem- 
bers of last year’s graduating class, twelve entered 
colleges or other institutions of post-secondary grade. 
These boys and girls by their commendable efforts in 
these institutions have given undeniable proof that 
our sound foundational instruction is based upon right 
principles. An unbiased survey of the school con- 
ducted by disinterested educators would, I think, lead 
to the same conclusion. 

The most noteworthy innovations of the year 
were the restoration of the manual training courses 
for the boys and the introduction of parallel courses in 
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AN 
domestic arts for the girls. These courses are with- 
out equal in their ability to reach pupils whose ideals 
of achievement are comprehended in concrete, rather 
than in abstract, terms. The material phase of the 
work appeals to them. Many who find a geometrical 
proposition too abstruse for solution can readily solve 
a much more complicated design, merely because their 
imagination is stimulated by the fact that their own 
hands can accomplish the reality of that particular 
design. I have not the space at my disposal to enum- 
erate the advantages accruing in the way of mind and 
muscle correlation in this type of work, but I firmly 
believe that the sooner these courses are extended to 
include all the classes in high school, then the sooner 
will we be turning out boys and girls better fitted to 
confront present-day conditions and better adapted 
to assume a higher place in the economic life of our 
community. 
There is one other aspect of our school life which 
I like to lay before you. It is that of extra-curricula 
activities. During the past year an opportunity was 
given the pupils to indulge in social activities in the 
school building. This was accomplished by placing 
the desks and chairs of a portion of the main room on 
runners, so that they could be removed, thus giving 
ample room for dancing. Some six or seven socials 
were enjoyed during the year, and under the supervis- 
ion of the teachers the influence of dancing seems to 
be refining rather than otherwise, for it is held by most 
educators that physical grace is as essential as facility 
in oral expression, and dancing does for the one that 
which composition strives to secure in the other. 
Our physical training has been a great improve- 
ment over that of former years, though, hampered as 
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we are for suitable space and equipment, it will never 
amount to anything of educational value until we have 
an adequately-equipped gymnasium. The students 
at present are necessarily restricted to the aisles be- 
tween the desks; this naturally prevents the normal 
freedom of movement which is essential in the up- 
building of muscles. In addition to this the vitiated 
air of an ill-ventilated room is but poor fuel for lungs 
dilating under the exertion of physical training. 

Dramatization is another phase of school work 
which needs development, and here again we suffer 
from lack of proper equipment. The several little 
plays given in school were extremely good, but the 
conditions under which they were produced often 
brought in a ludicrous element which spoiled the effect 
of an otherwise good drama. An artistic setting for 
such plays is much to be desired, and it can be secured 
by us now only with the expenditure of much time and 
money. As a stimulant to the imagination and a 
vehicle for the better interpretation of English liter- 
ature I know of no other medium which can equal the 
drama in effectiveness. The presentation of a playlet, 
or a brief historical pageant, fixes in the mind as noth- 
ing else can a concept of human passion and action 
which, without this medium, is incomprehensible to 
immature intellects; here it is that thought receives its 
proper motivation and by a felicity of external expres- 
sion really becomes a part of one’s self.

The primary aim of music instruction in the pub- 
lic schools should be the development of a lasting love 
for the best in music and an intelligent appreciation 


= OL it: 


I am following the course introduced by your for- 
mer supervisor, Miss Agnes G. Garland. Therefore, 
we are using the Progressive Music System, which is 
rich in beautiful and inspired songs. Progressive 
readers are used in all the grades and work with mon- 
otones is carefully carried on by our lower grade 
teachers. To them much credit is due. 

In these grades folk dancing has been introduced 
and the children respond with great enthusiasm. 

Folk dancing is of educational and physical value 
because of its development of the rhythmic instinct. 
In many cases the rhythmic instinct has not been 
awakened. Some children have not learned to march 
in time to music or to keep step with their mates. 
Children rhythmically deficient must have this in- 
stinct aroused through folk dancing and the like. 

The feeling for rhythm, developed through muscular 
response from the larger muscles of the body and 
limbs, will, in time, enable the child to control the finer 
muscles of the vocal organs. Oftentimes this is the 
only way of reaching the so-called monotone. 

While folk dancing is an enjoyable feature of the 
school work to the children, it should be remembered 
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that it is of very vital value. Besides assisting ma- 
terially in the physical development of the child, it 
also contributes largely to that gracefulness and ease 
of manner which will be invaluable in later life. 

We have given a number of programs at school 
and an exhibition was given at the Teachers’ Institute. 
We had planned an exhibition for the benefit of the 
general public, but on account of labor conditions it 
was thought advisable to postpone it. 

In our Grammar grades we are following the Pro- 
gressive course and in assembly periods, taking up 
unison, two and three-part songs. Three choruses 
were purchased from the Eldridge Entertainment 
House which we are enjoying. Our orchestra, which 
consists of three violins, one mandolin, and piano, has 
furnished numbers for several entertainments and 
also played twice for the Music Department of the 
Woman’s Club. We are hoping to add new members 
next year. 

The music periods at High school are spent in the 
singing of three and four-part choruses. In the win- 
ter term fifty copies of the Ditson Octavo, “The For- 
est Dance,” were purchased. 

Memorial Day exercises at the Burleigh, Union, 
and Chandler schools are worthy of mention. The 
programs consisted of singing and folk dancing and 
the interest of the public was evidenced by the num- 
ber of visitors. 

In closing, I would express my deep appreciation 
of the co-operation and help of the superintendent, 
teachers, and friends.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING 


. To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Com- 


mittee of Somersworth: 


The work in the drawing department of the 
schools has been carried on as carefully as possible and 
has progressed very satisfactorily. The pupils have 
accomplished more than they ever have since I have 
had charge of this department. 

The general line of work has been drawing from 
nature and from objects, and doing as much as pos- 
sible in the designing of useful objects and suitable 
decorations for them. A good deal has been under- 
taken in the way of constructive work, that is, the 
mapping out of patterns for objects and constructing 
them from paper of various thicknesses according to 
the ability of the pupils. 

Remarkable ‘work has been done in the line of 
posters by the pupils of the seventh and eighth grades. 
The pupils made some health posters by request of the 
school nurse. She selected ten of the best posters, 
which she has sent to Keene Normal School, where 
there will be an exhibition of school posters sometime 
during the summer months. 

In the special room a good deal of work was done 
on drafting paper—designs for embroidery, rugs, lin- 
oleums, and advertisements. The work thus accom- 
plished was highly praised at both exhibitions. 

When special work was taken up, prizes of crayons 
or water colors served as stimuli to the ambitions of 
the children and encouraged them to do better work. 
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I thank the Superintendent and the School Board 
for their generous assistance and the teachers for | 
their hearty co-operation.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DOMESTIC 
SCIENCE. 


To the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the 
School Board: 


Gentlemen: It gives me pleasure to submit a 
report of the Domestic Science work in your schools. 
I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Superin- 
tendent, teachers, merchants, and parents for their 
very helpful co-operation. 

In the fall our work started with canning and 
jelly-making for all classes. About two hundred and 
seventy-five jars of fruits and vegetables were canned, 
and about one hundred and twenty-five jars of jelly. 
Classes taking the work are as follows: Freshmen, 
Grade 8, two Grades 7, and a special class. 

The object of the work has been to teach the girls 
how to make practical and simple dishes that were to 
be used in definite meal plans; to not only measure 
accurately and learn the methods of mixing, but to 
serve the food in the most palatable and attractive 
manner. Six meals have been served by each class. 

The sewing work began with basting and the 
running stitch made on a duster. Again, basting and 
hemming on a hand towel. The next problem was a 
cooking apron; here previous stitches were made use 
of, also cutting, overcasting, use of the machine, mak- 
ing buttonholes, sewing on buttons, gathering, putting 
on bind, and inserting a bib. The last problem for 
the grades was a nightgown; here they made French 
seams, hemmed a curved edge, sewed on lace and bead- 
ing by hand. The Freshman girls made gingham or 
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voile dresses in: addition. All classes had lessons on 


darning and patching, also finished some embroidered, 


crocheted, or knotted article. 
May I take this means of extending an invitation 


to every one to visit any of our work at any time.

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REPORT OF INSTRUCTOR OF MANUAL 
TRAINING 


Somersworth, N. H., July 4, 1922. 


To the Superintendent of Public Schools and the School 
Board of the City of Somersworth, N. H.: 


In accordance with your request, I hereby submit 
my first annual report of my work in the Somersworth 
public schools. 

Instruction has been given to 86 students in the 
arts of mechanical drawing and manual training. 
Since all the students were without previous experi- 
ence, it was found necessary to start all the classes 
as beginners. 

The students were first taught the names and uses 
of the different tools. Each student was required to 
do a certain number of exercises which have been 
found to be fundamental to all carpenter work. As 
soon as a student had advanced far enough in his work 
he was allowed to start some project, choosing, as far 
as possible, an article actually needed in his home. 
Before starting a project, however, he was required to 
make a complete working drawing of it. 

The students displayed great enthusiasm and 
worked hard throughout the entire year. An exhibit 
of completed work was held on the ninth of June. 
This exhibit showed to the public what can be accom- 
plished by hard and faithful work. 

A great difficulty was found in obtaining well- 
seasoned lumber. Another hindrance to good work 
was the extremely low temperatures so regularly met

with in the classroom. This latter hindrance became 
very noticeable when applying varnish. 

The installment of wood-working machines is to 
be highly recommended. The machines needed the 
most are as follows: Universal saw, band saw, jointer, 
and speed lathe. 

In conclusion, allow me to say that I hope the 
Board will pass favorably upon the recommendations, 
for I firmly believe that, if the report be accepted and 
the recommendations passed, the Board will feel sat- 
isfied with the results.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Members of 
the School Board: 


Gentlemen: Permit me to submit the following 
report of Public Health teaching as taught in the Som- 
ersworth schools the past year. 

All the pupils were given a physical examination, 
and a report of the defect or defects was sent home to 
the parents. Calls were made to the homes to which | 
cards had been sent, and the condition of the child and 
the necessity of seeing a physician explained to the 
parent. These cases were followed up from time to 
time until they were corrected. On account of the 
conditions of the city this past year very few defects 
have been corrected. 

A visit was made to each school twice a week and 
class talks were given frequently. A quick exami- 
nation was done every two or three months. , 

The mid-morning lunch was introduced into the 
schools through the kindness of the Woman’s Club 
and the Catholic Women’s Guild. At first the lunch 
was started in the first and second grades, but very 
soon nearly all the children in the first five grades 
were having it. It proved a very great benefit to the 
children. 

Malnutrition work was started about the first of 
February in the Burleigh, Union, -and Chandler 
Schools. All the children were re-weighed, and notices 
were sent home to the parents of those who were 
underweight, asking them to co-operate with us in 
getting these children up to normal weight. These 
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children were weighed every week and talks were 
given along health lines. There were 97 underweight 
and 57 of these were 10% or more underweight. At 
the end of the year a number of these came up to nor- 
mal and a large number of others made a good gain 
but did not quite reach the normal point. 

I wish to express my sincere appreciation for the 
co-operation given me by the Superintendent, teachers, 
and parents.
